PLANK FOUND DRIVEN 
THROUGH OAK LIMB 


One of the many freak hap­ 
penings performed by the force 
of the storm, was an 18 Inch 
plank driven through a large 
oak limb in the yard of the 
W. H. Dean home. 
Another, probably more un­ 
believable. was the finding of 
a knife which had been In a 
trunk at the Dean home, found 
open and the blade drhfm an 
Inch into the trunk of a tree. 
Chickens, with their heads 
blown off and their bodies pick­ 
ed clean, were in evidence at 
each farm house where the 
storm struck. 
At the Schupp home, a trac­ 
tor and a truck were parked 
side by side before the storm, 
and after, the tractor was lo­ 
cated more than 500 feet far­ 
ther in the direction the wind 
was going while the truck and 
the house was blown more than 
100 feet in the opposite direc­ 
tion. 
Two automobiles parked at 
the Dean home were carried 
about a 
thousand 
feet 
and 
dropped as twisted masses of 
steel in the field, and were only 
a few feet apart. A cultivator 
and a riding planter were car­ 
ried more than a quarter mile.

Forming near Round Mountain, 
west of Comanche, the tornado 
struck first in the Cotton Grove 
community, where light damage 
was done, then moved to the 
lortheast demolishing the homes

iam Keith, all located in the New 
Tope community west of Down­ 
ing. After tearing through that 
territory the cloud broke up. 
Fortunately, not a single per­ 
son was injured in the tornado, 
due to the fact that most of those 
living in its path saw the ap­ 
proaching danger and took refugp 
in storm cellars. 
Though it is impossible to fix: 
the total loss, several have es­ 
timated the dameg to homes, live­ 
stock, pastures, crops, feed, barns 
and 
outbuildings,

Hundreds of chickens were kill­ 
ed and picked clean by the force 
of the wind from the funnel Idee 
cloud, and a number of head of 
farm animals were left dead *iy| 
injured in its wake.
